Christianity, but with what object we wore 
in o perfect state of ignorance. We are 
now informed, upon good authority, that a 
few days ago four Native Pilots were sum- 
moned to a Foochow Yamen andintetrogated 
‘as to their religious porauasion, as about 
seventy five par cent, of the native boatmen 
at the Anchoruge profess the Roman Catholic 
creed. The representatives of tho pilot’ 
fraternity apon replying that they still re- 
tained their idols, were then informed that 
they would bo allowed to continue to follow 
-their vocation, but upon the strict under. 
standing that they wero not to render 
assistance tO either French or Russian 
vessols entering the port, upon pain of 
death, and werg thon’ allowed to depart. 
Tt appears to be the general impression 
amongat the Chinese Authorities that Ragia 
has aimilarly hostile intentions towards 
China os France, and is equally dreaded as 
a belligerent Power.—Foochow Herald.
